MATCH REVIEW 


Round 5 - October 29 
Carlton SC O 
Adelaide Force O 


A powerful and positive display wasn't enough for visiting Carlton against an 
unambitious and negative Adelaide Force. Blues ‘keeper Dean Anastasiadis hardly 
broke sweat during a game which saw the Blues hit the post twice and included two 
efforts cleared off the goal line. 


Conroy: had two good efforts in the first-half Blues boss Stuart Munro began the 
contest with the front pairing of Alex Moreira and Mike Conroy and it was the Scot 
who twice went closest in the first-half. Only 10 minutes had passed when Conroy 
swivelled and hit a loose ball just over Force ‘keeper Knezevic's crossbar with a 
spectacular overhead strike.Just before the half-hour Carlton's centre-forward found 
himself with time just outside the area and he thumped a rasping drive that was too 
hot for Knezevic to hold. The Force ‘keeper fumbled the shot and as it appeared to roll 
over the goal line a combination of post and defender Angelo Costanzo helped the ball 
clear. Carlton players surrounded referee Con Diomis calling for the goal to be 
allowed, but with both the linesman and Diomis caught behind play, the garne was 
waved on. In between Conroy's efforts, winger Joe Tricarico was stretchered off with 
a suspected knee injury and replaced by Mark Atkinson. Munro reshuffled his side 
pushing David Terminello onto the right flank and moving Atkinson alongside Lubo 
Lapsansky and Andrew Marth in the middle of midfield. The Kiwi settled quickly and 
his passing kept the Force defence back-peddling for the rest of the half. 


McPherson: saw his header cleared off the line. After the break Dave McPherson rose 
highest at a corner and saw his downward header hacked off the line by a Force player. 
Then with 20 minutes left Atkinson hit a swerving 30-metre volley which dipped over 
Knezevic before landing on top of the cross-bar and away to safety. 


The Force's efforts on goal were restricted by an impressive Blues defence to a tame 
effort each from Ivan Zelic and Brad Hassell - both strikes not requiring Anastasiadis 
to make a save. With Adelaide determined to defend from deep and coach Zoran 
Matic showing little adventure in his tactics, the game became more and more 
scrappy as the Force attempted to crowd their final defensive third. Munro almost 
turned the game in his favour by throwing on substitutes John Markovski and Archie 
Thompson late in the game. Markovski's link play with the lively Thompson again had 
the Force on the back foot and Carlton almost grabbed a deserved injury-time winner 
via a free-kick. Markovski smashed a thunderous shot which ripped past Knezevic and 
thumped against the inside of the post before ricocheting clear. It was the last chance 
of the game and Carlton will have left Hindmarsh Stadium frustrated with Adelaide's 
tactics but pleased with their own performance.

"“Stabber" Marth: Has caught the eye of Farina It’s early 
days, but the influence of Andrew “Stabber’ Marth in the 
rebirth of the Blues may lead to honours for both club and 
country by season's end. With his team top of the League, 
Marth also finds himself among the country's top scorers 
having found the back of the net four times in the opening 
four rounds. The success of Stuart Munro's ambitious 3- 
5-2 formation - which uses only three recognisable 
defenders - depends much on the new, slimline Marth’s 
mobility and energy - rediscovered after a committed and 
impressive pre-season.
